Vandeleur Desperate About 
CIO Successes 


F THE CIO was not making fast progress 

on the Pacific Coast, Vandeleur- wouldn't 
be so hysterical about us. He’s desperate and 
he shows it in every move he makes.” 

Thus did Harry Bridges, Pacific Coast di- 
rector of the Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization, sum up in a nutshell the reason- 
ing back of the expulsion of the Longshore- 
men's locals in California from the State 
Federation of Labor by its corrupt, strike- 
breaking secretary, Edward Vandeleur. 

Carrying out the labor-splitting orders of 
the AFL Executive Council, Vandeleur and 
his arch-reactionary partners are becoming 
frenzied and hysterical in their attempts to 
block the organizational drives of the ClO. 
They singled out the Longshoremen to expel 
from the State Federation, because the Long- 
shoremen have been the backbone of the 
progressive labor movement on the Pacific 
Coast since the 1934 maritime strike. Ten 
other CIO unions are still affiliated with the 
State Federation, but Vandeleur’s tactic was 
to pick out the most militant CIO union, 
evidently in the vain hope that he will be 
able to ‘‘take over’’ some of the CIO unions. 

Vandeleur has a long record of strikebreak- 
ing and sell-outs in the labor movement, but 
he is excelling his past record in his rage 
against CIO successes. He has even offered 
his services and those of the State Federation 
to the employers for the purpose of fighting 
the CIO. 

But Vandeleur is, doomed to failure. He 
cannot block the march forward of the ClO, 
any more than King Canute could command 
the waves to stop. And he is going to face 
increased opposition from within the ranks 
of AFL unions, from the membership, with 
their strong desire for labor unity. Vandeleur 
and his labor-splitting, strikebreaking tactics 
are facing repudiation in every section of the 
labor movement.

In Each City! 


Bi aes ON LABOR DAY!” 

More and more, as Labor Day ap 
proaches, this slogan is taking deeper root 
among the rank-and-file membership of both 
Committee for Industrial Organization and 
American Federation of Labor unions on the 
West Coast. The appeal of the CIO for united 
parades in all cities, is meeting ever greater 
response from the ranks of organized labor. 

Union members in San Francisco rejoiced 
last Tuesday when the Labor Day Parade 
Committee announced that ALL unions would 
march in the parade. 

But in Alameda County across the Bay, 
the reactionary leaders of the AFL are fight- 
ing tooth-and-nail to block the desire of the 
rank-and-file membership for one parade on 
Labor Day, for CIO and AFL brothers march- 
ing shoulder-to-shoulder, as requested by the 


CIO Industrial Council in letters to every 
union in the county. 
And in Los Angeles the question of a 


unified parade is still up in the air, with the 
reactionaries in the AFL seeking to continue 
their labor-splitting into Labor Day. The 
same ‘leaders’ are active along similar lines 
in the AFL in the Northwest. 

As never before, the union membership 
in both AFL and CIO desire to end splitting 
the ranks of labor. They want to be united 
on Labor Day. They know the CIO stands 
for unity, and the workers in the AFL are 
trying to force their leadership to accept the 
proposals of the ClO for united parades on 
Labor Day in every city. 

The splitting tactics of the Becks, the Van 
deleurs, the Buzzells and the Caseys are more 
and more meeting opposition within the ranks 
of the AFL. Throughout the country there 
are many instances of cooperative activity of 
AFL unions with CIO unions. In California, 
we have the example of AFL rank-and-flers 
refusing to go through CIO picket lines at 
Boca Dam. as they were, ordered to do by 
AFL officials. 

We urge our brothers the 
trade unions, particularly in the AFL bodies, 
to raise aggressively the banner of unity, for 
united Labor Day parades and for coopera- 
tion in organizing the unorganized—in order 
that the breach created by the AFL execu- 
tive council may be closed up and a united 
labor movement attained.
